Over Sea of lee an 
Vast Snowdrifts. 


_ By CAPT. GEORGE RH. WILKINS 


GREEN HARBOR, Svalbard (Spitz 
bergen), April 23.— While the interest 
of the Detroit News-Wilkins arctic 
expedition was primarily aeronautical, 
the principal object of the flight was 
to discover whether, in the unexplored 
area of the polar seas, Islands existed 
on which a meteorological station 


might be placed. Our nonstop flight 


served that purpose. 

From the experience I had gained I 
decided the machine for the job should 
be the lightest and fastest one pa- 
. ble of covering the distance. The pal 


head monoplane is ideal, with its re- 


fined design and superb workmanship,

Four hu d miles before came

Evidently 
influenced by the warm water from the 
south, the pack was turned and twisted 
and theré were snow drifts in all di- 
rections as far as we could see, and 
until the rolling cumulus clouds pre- 
vented further observation.

OF BOULDER DAM 
LIKELY TO WANE 


Groups Play Politics. 


BY HARPER LEECH. * 


Article V.

El Centro, Cal., April 23.—{Special.] 
I the Boulder dam bill fails to pass 
this congress, it is rather improbable 
that the alliance of the Imperial irri- 
gation district and the Los Angeles 
water and power department will re- 
main unimpaired, despite the fact that 
interlocking political and business in- 
terests supplement the common inter- 
estg ofthe two powerful organizations 
in the diversion of water from the Colo- 
rado river. 

The Imperial valley has no interest 
in power to be generated in Boulder 
dam. It has the unquestioned right 
to ask for government aid in flood con- 
trol, and thereby contributed the equi- 
ties to the scheme. But, in return for 
that and its support of a power and 
city water supplement to the Colorado 
river dam project, the Los Angeles 
political and business interests have 
given assistance to the supplemental 
project of the Aji- -American canal, de- 
signed to increase the irrigable area of 
the Imperial valley. 

Minority Sees Disadvantage. 

A political minority in the valley, 
therefore, never have been énthusiastic 
for the All-American canal. In fact it 
would serve to make competition more 


intense for the products of the lands 
now watered and under the plow.

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STATES OPEN 
LAKE 
DIVERSION FIGHT 


Chicago Faces Foes. in 
Supreme Court. 


Washington, D. C., April 23.—([Spe- 
cial.j—Years of controversy over the 
Chicago sanitary district's right to di- 
vert Lake Michigan water neared an 
end today as attorneys for the thir- 
teen lake and Mississippi valley states 
involved began final arguments before 
the United States Supreme court, 
which it is now expected will give its 
decision before the summer recess. 

Late this afternoon, after counsel 
for the lake states—New York, Penn- 


and Minnesota—had exhausted nearly 
three hours of tlhe four allotted them 
in a last appeal for an injunction to 
hait the diversion, Cyrus E. Dietz, 
Special counsel for the state of IIli- 
nois, opened his argument in defense 
of the findings of the court's special 


master - in- chancery, Charles E. 
Hughes. 
Tomorrow, James M. Beck, former 


solicitor general of the United States, 
will close for the state of Illinois and 
its allies, Missouri, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Louisiana, Mississippi and Ar- 
kansas. Newton D. Baker will sum 
up for the lake states. 

Huge Damage Claimed. 

Nathan L. Miller, former governor 
of New York, told the court that “ di- 
version of a considerable river” at 
Chicago has damaged great lakes ship- 
Ping, harbors and pleasure resorts. 
He and Wm. W. Poetter, attorney gen- 
eral of Michigan, the latter’s assistant, 
Wm. M. Bruck, and R. S. Jackson, 
special counsel for Wisconsin, at- 
tacked the right of congress or the 
war department to authorize a diver- 
sion from one water shed into another. 

“So far as this lakes-to-the-gulf 
is concerned,” said Mr. Mill -

Dentally speaking, Chicago is penny 
wise and pound foolish in its public 
school dental program, Dr. Arnold 
Kegel, city health commissioner, de- 
clared yesterday at a clinic in the 
Alexander Hamilton grade school at 


Cornelia and Ashland avenues. Scores 
of similar clinics in other schools were 
opened yesterday as part of the city- 


wide observance of health week. 


“In Chicago,” Dr. Kegel said, “ we 
are so dilatory in this work that we 
lag far behind New York and cities 
half our size. Last year Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Rochester, N. T., and oth- 
ers spent in excess of $100,000 each 
for dental work in the schools. Chi- 
cago’s expenditure was approximately 
$12,000. . 

“It looks as though we're saving 
money, until you figure what it costs 
the city each year for children who 
fail to make passing grades because 
they are miserable with decayed, ach- 
ing or abscessed teeth.”
